putation, at the rate of 8 Bushels for each 2 \ Barrels of Strong, 5 Barrels of Intermediate, and 6 Barrels 
of Table Beer, which is above the average of the general consumption. The actual quantities could not 
be furnished in two months. No account whatever is taken of the quantities used in the distilling Spirits 
in England, and in Scotland for exportation to England ; but in Ireland, stock is kept upon Malt, whence 
the Account can be furnished for that part of the United Kingdom only.
